S. F. So do I, Mr. Dippit, and as I were 
faying, the Blunders of this ill-manag’d War with 
S---n, feem now to be irretricvable. The late 
A@tion in the A7-——_—— »_ has forfeited our na 
tional Character by Sea; and no FK———eey having 
been made, or being likely to be made into the 
fcandalous Mifcarriages which are, on all Hands, 
admitted to have happened, muft throw fuch a 
Damp upon thofe brave Officers aud Sailors who 
did their Duty, that I’m afraid the national Spirit 
for Sea Affairs will be foon greatly impair’d, if 
not quite crufh’d, In fhort, Sir, had we been con- 
triving how to putan End to all the Naval Glory 
of Ed, we could not have fallen upon a more 
ready Method of doing it than by ftifling all 
E y into fuch flagrant, fuch pitiful Conduct as 
happened fomewhere in that Action.

Vienna, O€tober §. p rince Charles joined Gene- 
ral Bathiani on the 2d at Mirotitz ; at the fame Time 
General Nadaftr was at Berayn and Ghilani at or 
near Pifeck, The King of Pruffia is marched to Bud- 
weifs with 20000 Men, and is followed by his whole 
Army. ‘The Prinee was to pafs the Moldaw as 
Yefterday at Krafaahora, ‘The Huflars are already 
vot behind the Elbe. Marfhal Seekendoift was, by 
the laft Letters, within two Marches of General 
Bernclau, who has with him ¥x8000 German 
Troops, befides near 5000 Croats, and it is to be 
reinforced with Bathiani’s Reeiment of Heorfe. 
This Court has in Bohemia 20000 German Horfe 
in fine Condition, 40000 se Fuot, and a large 
Body of Irregulars. ‘The Saxons are fuppofed to 
have all cntered that Kingdom as Yefterday. 

SPAIN. 

Madrid, September 30. According to our laft 
Advices from Cadiz, two Men of War are fhortly 
expected from America, with the Caracca Ships 
under their Convoy. It is faid, thofe Men of 
War have at leaft 6,000,000 of Pieces of Eight 
on board. ‘The Court alfeéts to feem extremely 
fatisfied with the Advices they dayly receive from 
France, Italy, and the Empire; but, in the mean 
time, itis certain, that the Queen is excecdingly 
uneafy about the Perfon of the Infant Don Phillip 
and has Little jealoufy of his being 
eclips’d by the Prefence of the Prince of Conti, 
fince his Arrival in the Army. . We expect every 
Moment the News of an Engagement at Sea, it 
beine certain, that the Officers who command the 
French Squadrons have ftriét Orders to comply, 
without fending for farther Inftru€tions, with 
whatever his Catholick Majefty fhall defire.
